HIGH  HONOUR

Frank 
is  one  of  our  country's  leading  oral  surgeons  and  is  a  prominent  figure  in 
professional  circles.  He  has  an  outstanding  sporting  background  and  in  his 
younger  days  was  a  swimmer  of  international  repute  with  many  titles  to  his 
credit.
